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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(c) Subject matter developed by another person, which qualifies as prior art only under one or more of 
subsections (e), (f), and (g) of section 1 02of this title, shall not preclude patentability under this section 
where the subject matter and the claimed invention were, at the time the invention was made, owned 
by the same person or subject to an obligation of assignment to the same person. 

Claims 2 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(c) as being unpatentable over 
Frazier (US 3,367,326) in view of Lambrecth et aL (US 6,036,696). Frazier discloses a 
method for providing access to a series of adjacent vertebrae located within a human 
lumbar and sacral spine, by accessing an anterior sacral target point (Fig. 4). Fig. 4 
illustrates boring a curved bore. 

Frazier discloses the use of x-ray imaging to view the advancement of the rod at 
various intervals. He is silent regarding continuously imaging the rod during 
advancement. Nevertheless, Lambrecht teaches the use of X-ray fluoroscopy to 
continuously insure proper alignment for inserting a rod (Col. 1 , lines 6-1 1 ). Therefore, 
it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made to use X-ray fluoroscopy to view Frazier's insertion rod continuously. This 
way, at all moments of time the user receives feedback to instantantly adjust the 
insertion angle. 

Fig. 4 illustrates the insertion rod 10 as inserted normal to the vertebral disks.

Claims 4, 5 and 22-30 are allowed.
